To the end that Iowa’s resources 
may be better understood, a late citi- 
zen of that State hands us the follow 
ing from the Chicago Jnter-Ocean.

It is probably for the best that 
Towa has no great cities and very great 
farms instead; much corn and wheat 
generally raised in a large city; a 
crop of “Cain” 1s oftener the result 
"neath the shadow of brick walls. As

large city is preferable to a great city 
dependent for its vitality upon its 
rural surroundings.

According to the census reports of 
1860, 1870 and 1880, Illinois outranks 
every other State in the Union in the 
amount of wheat raised. Accordin 
to the reports of the United 
States’ Commissioner of. Agricul- 
ture, during the eleven years be- 
ginning with 1870 and including 
1880, Illinois took the first rank in 
quantity of wheat raised in 1870, 1871, 
1879 and 1880. California led in 1872, 
1876 and 1878, and Iowa in 1873, 
1874, 1875 and 1877. Illinois held 
the second place every time that she 
Was not first, except in 1877, when 
Minnesota led, and in 1878, when In- 
diana was second. The following ta-

This 
region is subject to such visitations, and 
therefore ‘fruit cannot be considered a 
sure crop. Our mainstay in the future 
must be live stock and corn. Cattle, 
sheep, swine and horses will always be 
our most profitable investments. 

We who live in the Missouri valley 
rather envy our Pacific Coast brethren

Eprroz Trmzs: On the inst. a 
party of four left Santa Ana to make a 
flying visit to Catalina to join the ex- 
cursion party which went from here to 
that place on the 7th. Our party con- 
sisted of Mr. J. R. Paul, the popular 
furniture dealer here, Mr. A. D. Edgerly, 
Mr. Buck, and your correspondent. 

We procured one of Neil Bros.’ bes 
double-rigs, and with the affable John 
Neill for driver, set out at 6:30 on the 
above date for a drive to Wilmington. 
The morning was cool and delightful, 
and with a plentiful supply of cigars 
purchased by Mr. Edgerly, and an 
abundance of stories, old and new, fur- 
nished by all hands, we were soon 


whirling at rapid rate toward the sea. 
On and on we sped, over dusty roads, 
past growing crops and thriving homes 
and dense groves, stopping not till we 
reached Westminster. 

Halting a few moments at this little 
burg whose church steeples peep timidly 
out of the tall weeds—as though afraid 
to be seen—we take in breath and pro- 


eed. | 
We left Garden Grove, the home of 
your most racy correspondent, to the 
right, and we’re sorry that we could not 
get a glimpse of La Fermete or at least 
of the domicile in which she resides. 
But we must hurry on to Wilmington, 
which place we reach at 10:30 a. Mm. 
There we find lying at the wharf the 
neat little yacht Jda, Captain Hiller, 
master. 

We arrange for our passage to the 
Island, put our luggage aboard, and 


life in that antediluvian village, and 
even they could not do it, judging from 
appearances, were they not two of the 
largest ‘‘corporations’’ in the State.

The camp 
consisted of about forty tents, occupied 
by about 150 persons, of all ages and of 
both sexes, people who came there for 
the sole purpose of having a good time, 
nd they did_have it. The beach at 
this point slopes gradually off to deep 
ater, and is an excellent bathing place. 
Bathing, fishing, boating and hunting 
was the order of the day, and at night the 
young people congregate: to play all 
manner of amusing games, and make 
the still night air ring with peals of the 
merriest laughter. And when tired of 
that kind of sport, they would sit down 
together on the pebbly beach, where the 
restless waves were murmuring their 
low, sad requiem for the day that had 
past, and choruses of sweet song would 
rise, and, wafted by the gentle land 


Early on the morning of the 22nd, a 
goat hunt was inaugurated. The party 
was composed of Mr. Mosher, ex-druggist 
of Santa Ana, Mr. Buck, Mr. Reives and/ 
the writer. We armed ourselves with 
double-barreled shot-guns, procured a 
boat, and rowed northward along the 
coast of the island, until we reached 
Swain’s valley, a distance of two miles.
